still pushing the satellite into the 
sky,Bracking stations in the Unit- 
ed'•li'ales, Newfoundland, England

load, called Transit IB, is de- 
signed lo study the feasibility of 
using satellites 
as 
global, all- 


weather navigation stations. 


Ships, planes and submarines 


receiving radio signals from a 
nclawrk of transils would be able 
lo T)lot their positions to within 
one-tenth of a mile more simply 
and accurately than at present. 


The two-stage launching vehi- 


cle, called Thor-Able-Star, rose 
smoothly from its pad at 7:03 
a.m. 


Its second stage engine was 


geared to be stopped and restart- 
ed in flight in order to place the 
pay load in a circular orbit about 
5C/4milos high. This is the first 
sucn off-and-on engines flown by 
the United States. The Soviet Un- 
ion is not known to have used 
anything comparable ;.in its space 
shols. 


Ten minutes after the launch 


scientists announced the second 
stage had fired 
successfully. It 


was to burn 4 
l/a minutes and then 


coast to a height of 500 miles! 
Then it was lo ignile again and 
injfc)!l the satellite into orbit 


Tracking stations of Johns Hop- 


kins University in Maryland and 
at Argentia, Newfoundland, im- 
mediately picked up the satellite's 
oscillating signals as the rocket 
ascended. 


An announcement on whether 


the satellile achieved orbit was 
expected in aboul Iwo hours, afler 
it had a chance lo complete one 
drcle of the earth.
